screamed convulsively, then drop­

of her wheel chair. T he jail physi­ 
cian administered 
medicine 
to h er 
and she became quiet. 
Grilling Examination 
The collapse came after the a1 li­ 
en-faced witness had been subject­ 
ed to half an hour of 
grilling 
by 
Prosecutor Charles S. Dougherty on 
an interview he had with her a' few 
hours 
after she

statement, admitting firing a bullet 
into the body of hpr 
daughter-in- 
law. Rheta. 
Gasping for 
air.
